The latest 
illustration <d' this is the "ear marking" by the 
Itank ol Knglund of a considemblo stnn in gold for 
the .\rgentiue republic to be held for the credil 
of .\rurntinc banks in p.iNineiil for shipments of 
wheal. By settiiit; llic gold aside in London it be- 
comes iin available asm-t of the Argentine banks, 
without being snbjeetcd to danger on the high 
sea'^ arisinjr from roving ticrinan warships. 

The shipping of gold across the .\tlantic in 
boxes that were never opened, has often been com- 
mented upon. .\n inslanei' lately was recorded of 
unworn gidd so vt reigns that hud iteeii received by 
the Bank of Kngland. The boxes had the labels of 
the H.'ihk of Rngland put upon them years nan and 
also the (ierman brands showing; that they had 
been part of the war fiintl I hat .

these bo.xcs and had I n shipped man.v times. 

There has la-en a gn-at deal of "ear marking" of 
gold in London lately, mostly belonging to Brit- 
ish dependencies, and reeentl.v the same policy has 
been jidopted in I e<.Mrd to other <'oiintries. 

The signitieanci of this is that it iiiArks the 
adoption of the service of the econonnsts of many 
.x'ears ago. They suirireslcd that as jrobl was uni- 
ver.sally iiseil as money that there shonbl bi- an in- 
tcniatiiuial gold fund against whicji certilicates 
.night be isaued, which could be transferreil from 
one tinancial center to another \xitliont the physi- 

'•al vemeiit of the gobl. The world Ims adopted
